Hodges-and Untermyer Have Live- 
ly Clash, With Harsh Lan- 
gaage at Chicago Hearing. 


~ CHICAGO, Oct. 29 (Associated Press). 
~—Testimony that $3,500,000 has been 
raised for the Republican campaign and 
a wordy row between Samuel Unter- 
meyer of New York, spécial couhsel, and 
William V. Hodges of Denver, treasurer 
of the Republican.

funds as between the State and na- 
tional organizations was made on a 
percentage basis, he added. ? 

Beyond the evidence as to total collec- 
tions, few new. facts were developed in 
the two and a half hours session. Mr. 
Untermyer questioned Hodges as to 
finance -methods, his connection as 
counsel for the Holley Sugar Company, 
a beet sugar concern of-the West, and 
sought to develop that members of the 
firm of J. P, Morgan and. Company ‘had 
been “‘interested"’ in having Mr. Hodges 
accept the post of Treasurer of the na- 
tional -committee.

FRENCH-CANADIANS IN HISTORY. 

Every schoolboy remembers how 
Wotre faced MontcaLm on the Plains 
of Abraham in 1759. That event,.in 
which Americans took) part, modified 
the course of our history, and marked 
the end of effective French dominion 
in the country east of the Mississippi. 
It is of particular interest, therefore, 
to, Americans of today, as well as to 
Canadians, Englishmen and French- 
men, to learn that Worm again faced 
MONTCALM last Tuesday, not-in: war, 
but in the task of perpetuating the 
friendship of Canadians for the peo- 
ples of France and Britain. In the 
palace of Versailles Sir ‘CamPpse.. 
Stuart of The Lon Times gave a 
banquet for the descendants of noted 
Frenchmen and Englishmen who had 
helped make the history of Canada. 
The immediate purpose, aside from 
stimulating international -good-will, 
was to arrange for gathering material 
on Canadian history to be found in 
French archives and removing it to 
Ottawa. 

Much of this material is sure to be 
of interest to Americans. Prior to the 
Revolution the history of Canada was 
in many respects the history of our 
own country. The work of French 
explorers, traders and trappers on the 
Obio, the Mississippi, the Great Lakes, 
and at a later date even in the South- 
west, was of direct benefit to the 
American people as a whole. Even 
in New York much of the pathfinding 
was done by Frenchmen from Canada. 
Today the French place names alone 
remain to remind us of that era, save 
only in the extreme northern part of 
the States of New York, Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine, where 
for many years have lived some 6f the 
descendants of the habitants, ‘Still 
speaking the French of their neigh- 
bors across the Canadian border. In 
recent years there has been a large 
migration of French-Canadians to the 
mill towns’ of Massachusetts “and 
Rhode Island, thus further strengthen- 
ing the tles that bind the peoples of 
Canada and the United States. 

Such names as CHAMPLAIN, the 
Sieur De Monts, Jacques CarTiar, La 
SALLE, “MARQUETTE and JOLIET are 
but a few of the. many. whose: lives 
affected Canada and the future United 
States as well as France. Despite 
later warring, between the two peopl 
in the course of the eighteenth cen- 
tury Anglo-French rivalry in Europe, 
‘the French Canadians have always 
been regarded as being, together with 
the Canadigns of British origin and 
ourselves, essentially a people of the 
New World. What concerns them, 
therefore, necessarily interests the 
people of the United States.

No one will be deceived by Brxnarp 
Suaw’s alleged ‘preference for baseball 
over cricket.

is an unconscionable time dying. 

The significant fact is that East is 
no more unalterably East than base- 
ball is baseball. and cricket ‘cricket.

Englanders called rounders. But that 
is all they have in common. Much 
the same can be said of English and 
American Rugby..

HUGHES AND THE PROTOCOL 


Theodore Marburg Takes Him to 
Task for Interpretation of\Ciause 5. 


1'o the Editor of The New York Timep: 

Our honored. Secretary of State has 
placed-on Article 6 of the Geneva proto- 
‘col an interpretation which should not 
go unchallenged. Speaking at Indian- 
apolis Oct. 13, he referred to the Geneva 
discussion and stated that we would not 
tolerate the submission of domestic ques- 
tions to “the determination of any group 
of powers.” While he did not specifical- 
ly mention the protocol, there could be 
no object in such an observation ‘except 
in comment of that instrument.

Thomas interpogtd no objection when 
his fingerprints Were ‘taken at the jail 
today by C. L. Woife.and H. V. Stryker, 
from Bernardsville. Wolfe ahd Stryker 
then went to Glen Gardner, ‘where they 
insnected the Thomas home. 

The police said that their investiga- 
tions at the homestead tended to con- 
firm their theo that Mrs. ‘Thomas 
was shot to death in her home. A. bul- 
let hole through a bedroom window- 
pane, strands of hair ‘and drops of blood 
on the: baré floor led them to believe 
Mrs. Thomas had been killed in her 
bed and then dragged out of the house 
by the hair. 

Mrs, Thomas was a large woman and 
the police believe that the murderer had 
help in disposing of the body. 

George Potter, a New York business 
man living.in Glén Gardner. reported 
to the police today that on Sunday night 
he-was brought to his door by the racket 
of an automobile speeding Past his 
house. He described the car as “a ram- 
shackle flivver” minus windshield and 
running-boards. Beside the driver was 
a large bundle, Potter recalled. In the 
back seat were bundles which he likened 
to burlap bags. Potter told the police 
he knew to .whom the car belonged, 
but did not - recognize the driver.

TWO HELD IN KILLING 
OF RITTENHOUSE 


Orange Police Broadcast De-| 
scription of Giordano, Actused 


as Slayer by Mere 


DREW MAKES CONFESSION 


Admits He Fired Two Shots—Po- 
ticeman and Others Say They 
Heard Only Two.

ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 298.—Domenick 
Giordano, named .by- Edward Drew as 
his accomplice in the murder of Louls 
K. Rittenhouse on Monday night, is be- 
lieved by the police .to have’ made his 
escape from Orangé, and his description 
has been broadcast to every city, tewn 
and village in this State, as well as to 
near-by States. i 

Drew, a 19-year-old negro, who. has 
confessed to taking part in the hold-up 
which led to the shooting of Mr. Ritten- 
house, was held today without bail by 
Magistrate Ovido Bianchi. James Van- 
derveer, a negro youth who lived with 
Drew at 72 Hickory. Street, was held 
without bail as a material witness. The 
police say he owned the revolver which 
Drew admits having used on the night 
of the shooting. A more, sérious charge 


may be lodged against Vanderveer, ac-{ 


cording to Chief of Police Joseph P. 
McGonnell. 

The police have definitely established 
that two shots were fired-by Drew. One 
was fired at Policeman Gleason of the 
Essex County Park police ashe chased 
the negro through the park in front 
of the’Rittenhouse home immediately 
after the shooting of Mr. Rittenhouse. 
Drew says that he fired the first shot 
at Mr. Rittenhouse during: a. scuffle, 
but that it went wild, and the shot 
which killed Mr. Rittenhouse was fired 
by Giordano. 

There were no eyewitnesses of the 
shooting, but several persons heard the 
shots. Gleason says he believes only 
two shots were fired, the one that killed 
Mr. Rittenhouse’ and the shot aimed at 
himself. The policeman’s statement is 
corroborated by neighbors. They insist 
that, until. the time the /police pean’ 
fire on Drew as he flea ee 
pe they only heard t bef shots en 
is being made for the bullet which killed 
Mr. Rittenhouse, to ascertain whether 
it is of the same calibre as the bullets 
found in Drew's revolver. The bullet 
passed thtoug Mr.. Rittenhouse’s body. 

Drew told Magistrate Bianchi that on 
Saturday a fortune teller had warned 
him thatunless ~he remained at home 
for three weeks he would meet with 
bad luck for three years.
